detective  J.  B,  Toney,  M,  A.  Buhk,  S.  K.  Taylor  and  myself 
left  tlie  Tr  da  Mart  going  dputh  on  Iadua  rial  Bird,  When 
we  raaohed  Oak  Lawn  Avenue,  the  pelioe  dispatcher  requested 
all  available  squads  to  report  to  vicinity  of  last  Jefferson 
and  Tenth  street,  1 checked  out  to  this  location,  Trior 
to  arrival  at  Jefferson  and  Tenth,  we  received  inform . tion 
that  suspect  was  seen  going  into  the  Public  Library  at 
Karealie  and  Jefferson,  tfe  checked  this  out  and  found  it 
to  be  a false  report,  continued  to  cruise  in  the  area 
and  were  at  &avi*  and  Llewellyn  when  we  received  in formation 
that  the  suspect  was  seen  running  Into  the  Texas  Theutrs. 
ce  want  to  the  Texas  Theatre,  1 instructed  Detective  Buhk 
to  remain  with  the  radio  and  Toney,  Taylor  and  I went  into 
the  theatre.  We  were  told  that  the  euspect  was  in  the  balcony. 
We  were  questioning  a young  nan  who  was  sitting  on  the  stairs 
in  the  balcony  when  the  manager  told  us  the  suspect  was  on  th# 
first  floor.  When  1 reached  the  Boating  area  on  main  floor, 
several  officer#  Bere  In  the  procaes  of  disarming  and  hand- 
cuffing the  suspect*  The  euspect  yelled  "I  know  By  righto, 
this  is  police  brutality".  I did  not  see  anythin;  that  in- 
dicated that  any  store  force  use  used  than  vae  absolutely 
necessary  to  effect  the  arrest,  1 told  the  uni form  officers 
to  tsks  the  suspect  to  the  City  Hall.  The  front  door  of  the 
theatre  was  loofcsd  and  Toney,  Taylor  and  1 searched  the  first 
floor  uai  interviewed  the  oecupuuts  that  wore  seated  near 
where  the  euspect  was  arrested. 

80s  of  the  witnesses  who  whs  seated  near  the  scene  of  the 
arrest  was  brought  to  ths  City  Kell,  Soon  51},  where  Detective 
Toney  took  an  affidavit  fro®  him,
